'of the Indian appropriation bill was re- 
sumed by the Senate today and after be- 
ing amended to some extent the measure 
was 
paased. 
The 
most Important 


amendment to the hi1! waa that offered 
by Mr. Pettlgrew (3 D.' which If finally 
enacted, wilt restore th£ free homestead 
law so fur as It relates to tbe Indian 
lands cede<1 to the United Slates for 
whicb lands the settlers b«ve 
been 


obliged to pay the purchase price paid to 
the Indiana. Ibe bill carries appropria- 
tions aggregating nearly tS.OW.OOO. 


The Indian appropriation bill waa 


taken up. 
Mr. Allen (Neb.) withdrew 


hi* appeal from tbe decision of tLe Vice- 
Prealdent which was pending wben tbe 
cjeoete adjourned la&t evening 


Mr. i'ettigrew (S. D ) offered as an 


amendment a provialou lor tbe lestora- 
Uon of Ihe free homestead laws. 


Mr. Carter 
(Mont.) supported the 


amendment but Mr. Allison made a point 
of order against it. 


Mr. Pettlgrew 
tben 
withdrew tbe 


amendment and offered another amend- 
menteliminatlngtbe military reservations 
which have been opened to wttlemeot. 
The amendment as amended, Mr. Alhgon 
eaid, removed hia point of order. 
He 


thought however, that tbe ameDdoient 
would do IDJ jstice to tbe people because 
lands that have been openrd to settle- 
ment had cr»6t the government a large 
amount of money. Some of the Isnd la 
now worth 440 an acre and yet, Mr Al- 
lison beld, the 
propoaed amendment 


made no distinction between the more 
valuable land and the Less vatuuble land. 


Should tbe amendment be enMed Into 


law, in a few instances men who have 
tttkeu up valuable lands would not have 
to pay for them. 


Mr. Pasco heid that in the interest of 


justice tbe elimination of tbe 
military 


reseivation lajd from the provisioos of 
the amendment ought rot io be permit- 
red. 
He explained that if ttie ataend- 


raent was adopted the settlers on the 
mihtarv reservations would lose the in- 
fluence ol their praseot alHep, cheaettlers 
on the Indian reservation lands. 
M'. Kvle urged the adoption of ihe 


amendment because It was now evident 
lint in no other way could the free 
homestead law be reatored. Although Ijj 
a largn m-junty the Senate had in M»v 
last pasdeu tbe free homestead law and 
sent it Co the House, the Speaker of the 
House stood like a stoneagninat an> con- 
sideration of the measure and tbele was 
not therefore the slightest chance to secure 
us passage except as an amendment H; 
(he pending bill. 
i 


Mr. Pasco gave notice that he wou'd 


hereafter m the event of thl; enactment 
of the act, press the claims [ot ihe Bin- 
tier* on abandoned mi.itary, reservations. 
Tbe amendment was then adopttd with- 
out division. It IB as follows 


"That all settlers under (he homestead 


laws of the United States upon I lie pub- 
he hinds acquired prior to the passage of 
this act by treaty or agreement from the 
various Indian tribes, who have or wbo 
shall hereafter reside upon tbe tract en- 
tered in good faith for the, period re- 
quired b> existing law, sh^ll be entitled 
to a patent for tne land so entered, npon 
the payment to the local land offl.cr s of 
the usual aod customary feea aad no 
o her or further change of any kind 
whatsoever shall be required from auch 
pettier to entitle him to a patent for tbe 
land covered by hiaentrv; provided that 
the right to commute any such entrv and 
pay fur said lands, in the option ol any 
suth settler and in the time and at the 
prices norf tiled r>y existing laws shall 
remain in full force and effect ; provided, 
however, that all sums of m&ney ao re- 
leased, which if not released would be- 
long to any Icdian tribe, shall be paid to 
such Indian tribe by the United t> ate»." 


Mr. Allen (Neb ) reintroduced 
IJH 


amendment providing for a restoration of 
tbe annuities for tne bioux Indians and 
difcusaed it. 


He was followed by Mr. Pettlgrew m 


support of the amendment. Mr. Allison 
made a point of order against the amend- 
men! aaymg it was new legislation and 
the point waa sustained.

agreed to and as amended tbe bill was 
paescd.
